NEW YORK, (\P}—Arthur Dono- 
van is the new lightweight boxing 
champion of the world. 

He is a bit fat for the title, par- 
ticularly in the head. But he won it 
in Yankee Stadium Tuesday night. 
He won it for Lou Ambers by ren- 
dering a decision as questionable as 
a mongrel’s paternity. 

Donovan, who should run, not 
walk, to the nearest optician, gave 
Ambers five rounds because of low 
blows struck by Henry Armstrong. 
Not only were these blows no more 
damaging to Ambers than a BB 
gun to the Maginot line, Donovan 
in watching for them forgot to 
watch what Ambers was doing to 
Armstrong. 

My eyes were sharpened by pick- 
ing boll wevils off cotton in Georgia 
and I saw the new’ champion 
(Donovan Ambers, as I shall call 
him from here out) strike as many 
non-Emily Post blows as did the 
victim. In close, Ambers qualified 
for an exclusive goat society by 
butting from here to yonder and he 
never apologized when he took his 
elbow and hit with int. Ambers was 


particularly good with his elbows | 


and must have spent weeks in 
training getting them in good con- 
dition. 

Armstrong did the same thing. 
What I'm trying to get at is that 
it was not a fight between a ruf- 
fian and Lord Fontleroy, but a bat- 
tle for a title that both men want- 
ed. 

Armstrong was guilty of fouls, 
yes. But so was Ambers. As for the 
actual fighting, minus fouls, there 
was no comparison between the two 
men. Armstrong beat the daylights 
‘out of his pinch-faced opponeni. 
|Three times he had him rubber- 
legged and ready to go down and 


off if his hands had been the hands 
of the Armstrong of two years. ago. 
Ambers was game, fast, and a 
sharper hitter than when he lost 
his title to Armstrong last year, but 
he threw only one punch against 
10 and simply isn’t in the class of 
the Negro boy as a fighter. 
Arthur Donovan, whom I shall 
nickname the referee, had another 
peculiar habit during the fight. If 


someone in his family had been | 


hanged he could not have had a 


greater dread of the rope. When- |- 


ever Armstrong, who is at his best 
when he drives an opponent against 
the ropes and works on him there, 
| maneuvered Ambers into this po- 
| sition Donovan would leap across 


| the ring like a grey-plannel nijin- | 


sky and separate .the combatants. 
'It was not as if they were in a 
clinch because they weren’t, but 
simply standing face to face throw- 
!ing punches. I have no explanation 
for this behavior and neither did 
Armstrong in his dressing room. 

But let us not get alarmed over 
| the matter. The two men are book- 
-ed for a third engagement in No- 
vember and while I am not sure 
that Justice will triumph I have 
a solid conviction that Armstrong 
will. 

In the meantime, Ambers will 
serve as an adequate champion. His 
habits are exemplary. He will fight 
any fit challenger. Besides, it will 
give Armstrong a much needed rest. 
But remember that tip I gave you 
on the North in the Civil War? Well, 
that was a long-shot guess com- 
pared to the one I give you now: 
Armstrong to lick him easily the 
next time out, and Donovan, too, 
for that matter.

Officials contend that Ray Bar- 
nett was outside the cabin when he 
was shot and contend further that 
'the location of the wound in his 
|arm would indicate that he had his 
back turned to Frank Barnett at 
| the time he was shot. 

Clinging to the accident version 
of the story Thursday, Frank Bar- 
nett is said later in the day to 
| have changed this story and is said 
to have admitted that he and his 
brother had quarreled about a meal 
and that he (Frank) was angry 
with his brother. 

District Attorney Lyon said Fri- 
day morning that Barnett is being 
held pending further investigation 
of the matter. 

Sheriff Smith, booking Barnett 
|“for investigation,” said he has 
;made inquiry at Oakland concern- 
jing the young man’s record in that 
community and that preliminary 
reports received by telephone point 
to both he and his late brother hav- 
ing been previously in trouble.
